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WARTIME POWERS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 
President Truman asked Con- 
gress today for legislation to con- 
tinue his emergency powers, in- 
cluding wartime authority to run 
the railroads. 


He sent letters to Vice Presi- 
dent Barkley and Speaker Ray- 
burn asking for quick action on a 
total of 60 emergency powers. 

Truman would have these pow- 
ers only so long as the United 
States remains in a_ technical 
state of war. 

His message explained that the 
“state of war” against Japan still 
exists. When the Japanese peace 
treaty is ratified, he said, the 
United States will have techni- 
cally returned to a state of peace. 

The peace treaty has been ap- 
proved by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. It will go 
into force after it is ratified by 
the Senate and by Allied coun- 
tries which fought against Japan 
in World War II,

An ordinance establishing a 
Land Clearance Commission of | 
five members to carry out the, 
city’s slum clearance and urban 
redevelopment program was 
signed yesterday by Mayor Joseph 
M, Darst. The bill becomes ef- 
fective immediately. 

The commission is authorized 
under provisions of a State law 
to conduct studies of existing 
land uses; condemn or acquire by 
purchase or gift properties in 
blighted areas for redevelopment 
purposes; and to clear such prop- 
erties and offer them for sale to 
corporations formed to recon- 
struct the areas involved. 


The commission must conduct 
studies and prepare a general re- 
development plan for the city and 
for specific areas and present 
such a plan to the Board of Al- 
dermen for approval after a pub- 
lic hearing has been held on the 
general plan and on each proposal 
for effecting portions of the plan. 


Some Studies Prepared. 


Studies already undertaken by 
the present Land Clearance Com- 


rarily to receive Federal grants 
and use them for the purpose, will 
be turned over to the new Com- 
mission, the Mayor said. 


Pending enactment of a State 
law and the new city ordinance, 
the city has proceded with stu- 
dies conducted by a Land Clear- 
ance Commissioner and the City 
Plan Commission. 


The Mayér said that an addi- 
tional ordinance will be necessary 
to turn over to the new Commis- 
sion the studies previously made 
and currently being made. 


The ordinance is being prepared 
for introduction in the Board of 
Aldermen when it meets on Fri- 
day, Feb, 29. 


Test suits will be brought im- 
mediately in the Missouri Su- 
preme Court to establish the 
validity and constitutionality of 
the new State law and the new 
ordinance before condemnation of 
property in blighted areas will be 
undertaken, the Mayor explained. 


To Name Members Soon. 


The Mayor said he hoped to. 
name the members of the new 
Land Clearance Commission be- 


fore the end of this week. The 
original members of the commis- 
sion, will be appointed for terms 
ranging from one to four years. 
As their terms expire, the sub- 
sequent appointments all will be 
for four years, providing a stag- 
gered system of replacement and 
assuring continuity of effort.

Four Saved From Bow — 
15 From Both Ships Be- 
lieved To Have Been 
Lost. 


CHATHAM, Mass., Feb. 19 (AP) 
—All 33 crewmen on the stern of 
the broken oil tanker Fort Mer- 
cer were rescued today by Coast 
Guardsmen, 

The surviving group was taken 
aboard the Coast Guard Cutter 
Eastwind through use of life rafts 


‘into which they jumped minutes 


before the bobbing stern cap- 
sized in the heaving sea. 
The men were taken to the side 


of the rescue craft and where 
they ascended a Jacob’s ladder to 
the Eastwind’s deck. 

The rescue brought to 69 the 
number saved from the two tank- 
ers that split apart in a howling 
storm yesterday. Last night 32 
were taken off the stern of the 
Pendleton and four were saved 
today from the bow of the Mercer. 

Possibly 15 men lost their lives 
aboard the two vessels. 

Heavy seas were running as the 
cutter lay alongside the craft 
which snapped in two yesterday 
in a gale-whipped storm. 

Apparently in Good Shape. 

The men on the Mercer’s stern 
apparently were in good shape. 
Tom Horgan, Associated Press 
correspondent, flew over them 
béfore the Eastwind arrived on 
the scene, 64 miles osutheast of 
Nantucket. 


The men wore orange life jack- | 
and waved | 


ets, Horgan said, 
pieces of colth. They walked 
about the deck spiritedly and 
found it unnecessary to hold on 
as they watched circling plane. 

The forward end of the wreck- 
age was submerged. Waves 
climbed the windward port side 
and raced across the deck. 

Rescued from the bow of the 
Mercer were: 

Its skipper, Capt. Frederick C. 
Paetzel of Houston, Tex.; the pur- 
ser, Edward E. Turner Jr., of 
New York, second Mate Willard 
Fahrner of Winthrop, Mass., and 
Phird Mate Vincent Galdon of 
Bayonne, N. J. 

Cutter to Sink Wreckage. 

The Coast Guard cutter Yaku- 
tat said the four were rescued 
from the bow of the Mercer be- 
fore it overturned in the heavy 
seas. The cutter planned to sink 
the wreckage with gunfire. 

The rescue of the men from 
the bow of the Mercer was made 
under extremely hazardous condi- 
tions, with high seas running, the 
cutter reported. 

Earlier reports said 10 men 
were aboard the bow and that 
possibly six were lost when they 
leaped from the tossing wreckage 
and missed the life rafts put out 
by the Yakutat. 

The Eastwind, taking the sur- 
vivors off the stern of the Mer- 
cer, had replaced the cutter Mc- 
Culloch which went back to Bos-

LISBON, #eb. 19 (AP) — Mili- 
tary chiefs of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization refused today 
to approve sharp reductions in 
1954 goals for the international 
defense force the West is raising. 

The cuts were recommended by 
NATO’s Temporary Council Com- 
mittee under United States Mu- 
tual Security Administrator W. 
Averell Harriman, Its job-was to 
recommend how much force could 
be supported by Europe’s hard-up 
economies. 

NATO informants said the com- 
mittee urged a 15 per cent cut in 
land force goals and up to 20 per 
cent reduction in Air Force plans. 

Generally accepted estimates of 
what the military men are de- 
manding by 1954 include a land 
force of 100 divisions, either on 
active duty or in immediate re- 


rve. 

Final Word Up to Council. 
NATO sources said the final de- 
cisions between military requests | 
and economic resources now will 
have to be made by the NATO 
Council of foreign, defense and 
finance ministers, which meets to- 
morrow.

PARIS ASSEMBLY

PARIS, Feb. 19 (AP) — The 
French National Assembly today 
gave hesitant and deeply quali- 
fied indorsement to the European 
army plan for rearming Ger- 
many.

The vote was 327 to 287, a ma- 
jority of 40.

Judge Groat re- 
served decision on the district 
attorney's request that bail be 
fixed at $250,000 and Sutton was 
returned to Queen’s City prison.

Sutton, whose exploits and dis- 
guises have become criminal leg, 
end, also has been mentioned by 
police in mary other recent big 
jobs—including the $1,500,000 
robbery of Brink's, Inc., Boston 
armored car service, in 150.

Orders Less Meat Con- 


BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 19 (AP) 
-—-President Juan D. Peron last 
night unveiled a program of 
austerity for easy-going Argen- 
tina. It was a blend of less meat 
and other goods, frozen prices, 
more production, more money for 
the farmers and huge pay in- 
creases for the workers. 

In a radio speech, Peron out- 
lined the program which he 
said was necessary to stave off an 
economic crisis. The biggest 
pinch apparently will come in the 

supply of meat—main 
in the Argentine diet— 
though Peron said the nation 
would have to save on other goods 
as well, 
Frogen Prices. 

Peron promised to freeze rising 
prices, pay farmers more for their 
| crops and give a pay increase of 
40 to 80 per cent to most of the 
nation’s workers. 

He asked for a general increase 
of 20 per cent in the nation’s 
productivity to solve pressing 
problems of inflation and an in- 
creasing scarcity of foreign ex- 
change. The demand for more 
production appeared to be aimed 
chiefly at farmers. 

Their short plantings combined 
with repeated drouths had left 
the country with too few exports 
to pay for the goods it must im- 
port. The two biggest money- 
earning crops, wheat and meat, 
both are short. The wheat harvest 
| may be too small even for home 
| needs, and only small quantities 
| of meat are expected to be availa- 
ble for export. 

Wheat Shortage. 

_ The wheat crop is only about 
3,000,000 metric tons (about 3,- 
300,000 United States tons) less 
than half the average production. 
It is so small that exports, which 
last year amounted to 2,750,000 
metric tons, can amount to vir- 
tually nothing and the country 
may even have to import grain 
for domestic use. 

Peron doubled the meatless 
days in restaurants, from one to 
two days a week, to save more 
for export, particularly to Britain. 
He ordered slaughter houses to 
close ene day a week and to 
slaughter only for export one 
other day weekly. 

Argentines average eating near- 
_ly a pound of meat a day, using 
| up three-fourths of their normal 
| production at home.

About 69,000 men have filed 
claims with the Michigan Em- 
ployment Security Commission 
here. Nine out of 10 require a 
maximum individual allowance of 
$27 weekly for 20 weeks. A 
worker with four children may 
draw $35. That is less than half 
of the average paycheck in the 
auto industry, which runs around 
$78 a week. Most of the unem- 
ployed are classified as semi- 
skilled workers, reflecting the 
predominant nature of employ- 
ment in mechanized plants. 


Skilled craftsmen, like tool and | 


die makers, are scarce. 


Estimate by Reuther. 

Walter P. Reuther, president of 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers, estimates that 80,000 union 
members are out of work here 
of 200,000 across the nation, in- 
cluding some laid off at aircraft 
plants affected by the stretching 
out of the Air Force production 
program. The union has a mem- 
bership of 1,250,000. 

Full impact of the layoffs, which 
have mounted steadily in recent 
months as automobile production 
drops without cempensating de- 
fense work, has not crystalized, 
but there is every indicaticn that 
unemployment may get worse be- 
fore it gets better. Even if ample 
defense contracts were awarded 
at once, it has been pointed out, 
it would take months to prepare 
plans and get into production, 

Stores Feeling Pinch. 

Neighborhood retail stores are 
beginning to feel the effects of 
prolonged unemployment. Down- 
town stores have lengthened post- 
holiday sales. 

Many workers are reluctant to 
leave their homes. They are 
afraid that if employment picks 
up they may find difficulty in 
finding quarters in a community 
still plagued by a housing short- 
age. They are careful also to 
guard their union seniority. 

Yet approximately 26,000 have 
left this city in the last eight 
lmonths. Some have turned to in- 
dustrialized sections of the south. 
Others have gone back to the 
farm. Immigration of job seekers 
to this city, normally large, has 
ceased. Detroit no longer is the 
“hill billy mecca.” 

Unemployment, in itself is noth- 
ing new in a city which has 


had both crippling strikes and a 
normally fluid labor market. Even 
in 1950, when the automobile 
lants turned out a record-break- 
ng production of 6,665,000 cars, 
there was a pool of 15,000 un- 
employed. In 1949, during a nat- 
ural gas shortage 280,000 work- 
ers were laid off. 

The important difference is 
that previously, with the excep- 
tion of the depression-ridden 
éarly 1930s, unemployment has 
been intermittent. Usually it has 
lasted but a few weeks. Now it 
|appears to be on a semi-perma- 
| nent basis with additional lay-offs 
in sight if automobile production 
continues to drop between April 
and June, the second quarter of 
the year. 


Work in Planning Stage. 


Defense jobs in this district 
employ only 73,000 workers. 
Contracts for military purposes 
total $1,500,000,000 but much of 
this work is in the blueprint 
stage. It takes from six to eight 
months to draw up a set of plans 
in some instances and then they 


are subject to change. Tooling 
up for some defense projects, 
notably modern bombers with 
myriad parts unheard of during 
World War II requires additional 
months. 


The Automobile Manufacturers 
Association estimates tht at best 
no more than 71,000 defense jobs 
may open up nationally this year 
in the automobile industry, leav- 
ing around 90,000 auto workers 
still out of work, the bulk of 
them in this area. Volume pro- 
duction of major defense items 
may not be attainable until 1953. 


Recognizing the emergency in 
this distressed area Defense Mo- 
bilizer Charles E. Wilson has es- 
tablished a “task force” consist- 
ing of representatives of nine 
Government procurement agen- 
cies, including the armed forces. 
It is conducting conferences and 
has announced optimistic plans.

How Moral They Are Now! 

After what happened last week in the Board 
of Police Commissioners it is not likely that St.

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The Loophole or the Law 


The Treasury Department’s reasoning in the 
case of Joseph D. Nunan Jr. seems to typify 
much of what is wrong in official Washington 
in these days of the almost-daily disclosure. 

Mr. Nunun was given permission by the de- 
partment to represent several clients whose cases 
were pending while he was still Internal Rev- 
enue commissioner. Two years had not elapsed 
since he had been commissioner, and a federal 
law bars former Government employes, for-two 
years after leaving Government employment, 
from representing clients with “claims against 
the Government” if the claims are in the ex-em- 
ploye’s old department and relate to years when 
he was in the department. 

The intent of the law is clear. It is, to pre- 
vent former Government employes from exploit- 
ing their relationships with a Government de- 
partment to the special advantage of their cli- 
ents. The Treasury ignored this clear intent 
by looking to the dead letter of the law, which 
it said applied specifically to claims brought 
against the Government. Nunan was opposing 
the Government in these cases. His clients were 
defending tax cases brought by the Government. 

Senator Williams of Delaware says “I never 
heard of any such loophole in the law and I 
doubt whether many other members of Con- 
gress ever heard of it. Certainly it has never 
been called to our attention before by the Treas- 
ury. If any such loophole does exist, I am go- 
ing to insist that Congress act at once to see 
that it is closed.”

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Inflation and Good Neighbors 


There is a Latin American saying that since 
God made us neighbors, we ought to make our- 
selves friends. Unfortunately, inflation is mak- 
ing the effort more difficult than it should be. 

In this complicated world, the price level in 
the United States may drastically affect the live- 
lihood of a man in the Argentine pampas or 
the Bolivian mountains. That is because the 
southern republics rely largely on us for their 
imports, and their imports bolster both their 
standards of living and their defense. 

From the end of World War II until recently, 
Latin Americans bought several billion dollars 
more goods from us than they sold to us. This 
happened even though they exported raw ma- 
terials essential to the United States rearma- 
ment, at good prices. 

While Bolivia was getting more for its tin, or 
Chile for its copper, these nations have had 
to pay far more for their imports. And Chile, 
for example, spends a fifth of its national income 
on imports, principally from the United States. 

Naturally, inflated prices here create lower 
living standards farther south, as well as diplo- 
matic irritation, An example is the dispute be- 
tween Bolivia and the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation over the price of! tin. The RFC 
implied that Bolivian tin producers were goug- 
ing us; the Bolivians replied that their imports 
from us have gone up in price far more than 
tin prices. 

In the end the inflation brought on by rearma- 
ment serves to discourage rearmament. This is 
true to the South as well as in Europe. While 
Congress last year provided $38,000,000 for 
hemisphere defense, the value of this aid is 
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decreasing, and perhaps the friendship which it 
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individual schools, Several schools already have 
shown that to them big-time sports are more 
important than high educational repute. 

If they really mean business, however, the 
college presidents do have one very strong 
weapon. The various accrediting agencies have 
agreed to take action against any institution 
which does not conform to the new rules. This 
means that academic credits earned by any 
student of such a school will be valueless at 
any other school governed by the agencies. 
Some may protest that this means punishing 
innocent students for the sports promoters’ sins. 
But it is rather a warning to students to choose 
between true educational institutions and en- 
tertainment enterprises. It puts it up to the 
heads of offending schools to decide whether 
they want student enrollments or box office 
turnouts. 

The real hope, of course, is that the educators 
of the United States—all of them—will now ful- 
ly realize that athletics have gotten out of hand. 
It is not a question of dropping sports, but of 
getting them back where they belong. The 
council is just putting first things first. It is 
saying that the definition of a university should 
not be: a big stadium with a few classrooms 
attached.

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Italy’s Warning on Trade 

Italy has filed a protest with our Government 
which deserves a thoughtful pondering in Wash- 
ington. Italy’s complaint runs against restrictive 
trade practices which, she says, are burdening 
the export of Italian goods—principally cheese, 
almonds, olive oil and hats—to the United States. 

“Buy American” is one of the most attractive 
slogans to an American Congressman, and the 
adoption of tariffs, import quotas and other de- 
vices to protect American interests from foreign 
competition is one of the easiest of legislative 
acts. 

But the United States is a grown-up country 
now, so grown-up in fact that its economy dom- 
inates the world economy. There are special rea- 
sons why we must take a broader view of inter- 
national trade than we have taken in the past. 
If the United States insists on exporting to the 
world far more than it imports from the world, 
then it must find some way to finance the pur- 
chase of the excess by our foreign customers. 

Under the Marshall plan and subsequent eco- 
nomic aid, the excess was financed by American 
gifts of dollars. Nobody wants to see this kind 
of emergency aid become a permanent feature 
of our economic life. 

Free trade in an absolute sense may be po- 
litically impossible, but the rational objective of 
American policy should be “freer trade.” Under 
recently imposed tariffs, quotas and other re- 
strictions we have been moving toward trade 
that is less, rather than more, free. It is time to 
call a halt to the trend. 
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Last Push on the Hoover Reforms 


In a determined effort to complete the Hoover 
reforms of the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment, a Citizens’ Committee has kept behind the 
President and Congress for the past two and a 
half years. It is now making a last earnest ap- 
peal before dissolving at the end of ‘May. Un- 
less more of the reforms can be accomplished 
during that time, the prospects will be poorer 
after this gadfly of conscience ceases to bite. 

The reforms recommended by the Commission 
on the Organization of the Executive Branch of 
the Government took two years’ work by task 
forces of some of the top men of the country, 
aided. by technical specialists, and cost $2,000,- 
000. Some 35 to 40 per cent of the whole, the 
easiest part of it, has been put into effect, but 
as soon as the going got tough the reforming 
stopped. Embattled pressure groups inside and 
ouside the Government stand victors over their 
wasteful, inefficient status quos. 

Forty agencies of Government still offer medi- 
cal services, and hospital services are provided 
by five big systems. Dr. Robert Collier Page, 
chairman of the Doctors’ Committee for Im- 
proved Medical Services, declares “the wasteful 
federal services’ . . . ruinous competition for 
medical man power and duplication of services 
is costing the taxpayers $2,000,000,000 annually.”

The Senator is sure and self-confident 
mentally.

Whacking Off the Dollars 


Mr. Taft in the White House would not 
be free and easy with the taxpayer’s dol- 
lars. He would try to get his money’s 
worth for what he spent. But there would 
be no precipitate drop in federal spend- 
ing, although he would try to pull it down 
as soon as feasible. The Senator thinks 
that the United States is spending as much 
now as it can spend without serious in- 
flation. And. he views inflation as the road 
to Socialism. 

As President, Mr. Taft would try to 
whack off five billion dollars from non- 
defense spending and various foreign-aid 
programs. He would try to do this care- 
fully, giving first consideration in his 
spending to projects most needed for the 
defense of the United States. In the long 
run, Mr. Taft figures that defense and 
foreign-aid spending should be held down 
to around 40 or 50 billion dollars a year. 
It is about at that level now, and sched- 
uled to go up. 

Mr. Taft in the White House would in- 
sist that foreign nations show a firm dis- 
position to defend themselves before he 
would give them help. He feels that the 
United States cannot carry the burden of 
defense for all non-Communist nations. 
His longtun aim would be to put emphasis 
on an Air Force and a Navy to defend 
the islands of the Pacific and Atlantic, 
land troops principally for home defense.

The Stein Language 


GERTRUDE STEIN: A BIOGRAPHY OF HER WORK, 
by Onn and, (Yale University Press, 218 
Pgs., 


“My wife talks all the time.” 

“What about?” 

“She doesn’t say!” 

This old vaudeville joke might well 
apply to Miss Stein. What did she mean? 
Did she mean anything? 

Mr. Sutherland believes with an almost 
religious fervor that she meant something 
very important, but his attempted explana- 
tions rapidly become 
themselves as unin- 
telligible as her writ- 
ings. 

From such a murky 
sea, one is welcome 
to draw forth what- 
ever fish he can find. 
A simple and literal 
mind comes up with 
such impressions as 
these: 

A word commonly 
means a thing, but 
not necessarily the 
same thing to differ- 
ent people: “banker” 
— ‘labor leader’ — 
what these mean to you depends on who 
you are. To an engineer, for instance, the 
name “Thomas” may mean a certain odd 
geometrical shape, but perhaps has that 
meaning to no one else in the world. 

And words, too, besides having plain 
meanings of things, may have associations 
of emotion which are likel:; to be peculiar 
to each person, 

The customary way of describing, let 
us say, an old man, is to use words show- 
ing his appearance and behavior, so that 
anyone can see him, and find him, let us 
say, pitiable. Miss Stein’s idea is to use 
words whose emotional association in her 
mind is directly pity. 

Her method has the almost hopeless 
defect that she cannot tell what hidden 
emotional context words have in minds 
other than hers. We must do her the 
justice to suppose that her incoherent 
outbursts meant something to her, in her 
private language, but to others they mean 
nothing more than the babb]- of a lunatic: 
from which it appears she got the idea. 

It is permissible for the words “a blind 
agitation is unmanly and uttermost” to 
mean “a cutlet” to Miss Stein; but how 
can they be expected to have the same 
meaning for us? Miss Stein assigned her 
own me-:nings to many words: which one 
is entitled to do at the price of unin- 
telligibility. 

Of course, it would be naive to deny 
that unintelligibility has a certain attrac- 
tion in itself. Magicians and witches know 
well that a magic spell must have a cer- 
tain amount of gibberish in it to impress 
the gullible. “ 

“A rose is a rose is a rose” doubtless 
meant something to its author; but it also 
meant that many a reader recalls Ger- 
trude Stein who would never otherwise 
have heard of her. 

A bystander may conclude, after read- 
ing Mr. Sutherland’s painful and devout 
wrestling with her esoteric meanings, that 
(like all of us) she wrote with divided 
motives: she experimented for her own 
amusement, and for the profitable be- 
wilderment of the public.

OSLO, Feb. 19 (AP)—Knut 
Hamsun, noted Norwegian author 
and prize winner, died today. He 
was 92 yeafs old. 

The author, who was a vaga- 
bond in his early life and once 
ran a horsecar in Chicago, won 
the Nobel p in 1920 for his 
novel, “The Growth of the Soil.” 

In 1945 he was arrested, with 
his wife, for collaborating with 
the Germans and Quisling au- 

He was fined $65,000 
for pro-Nazi activities. He died 
on his farm near Grimstad. 

His novel, “Hunger,” appeared 
in 1888. He produced “Shallow 
Soil” in 1914, “Mysteries,” 1927; 
“The Women at the Pump,” 1928; 
“Vagabond” in 1930, “Victoria” 
and “Pan.”

Everybody 
bowing and saying “Mr. Presi- 
dent,” and every act and word 
recorded for posterity, and the 
outriders and the big limousine 
and the sirens, and the howls of 
the populace on his mere appear-

The whole federal personnel 
problem now is a matter of ‘‘espe- 
cial urgency,” Hoover declared, 
because “the nation has a right | 
to a better system of choice and | 
management of its employes than | 
one which has produced these | 
mcnths of humiliation.” 

For this reason, he added, the 
commission’s proposed reorganiza- 
tion of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and the whole personnel sys- 
tem should top the 18 major re- 
organization proposals pending in 
Congress. 

While approving of current civil 
service procedures for choosing 
new employes, Hoover said they 
are not enough. 

Method of Selection Wrong. 

“The reforms in personnel man- 
agement are wider than the ini- 
tial choice if we are to have effi- 
ciency in government,” he said. 
“Our commission ... three years | 
ago proposed such vital reforms 
in the whole personnel system. 
Your committees have urged 
them upon Congress—so far with- 
out action.” 

“Daily, Congress and grand 
juries are turning up sickening 
eonduct of federal civil officials,” 
he said. “These exposures can 
mean only one thing: that our 
method of selection and organiza- 
tion of federal employes is badly 
at fault somewhere.” 

Hoover, who headed the bi- 
partisan commission, spoke at a 


dinner concluding the second na- | 
tional reorganization conference | 
for the Citizens Committee for 
the Hoover Report. 

The citizens committee will dis- | 
band officially on May 31 “to 
avoid becoming involved in poli- 
tics” during the election cam- 
paign. But it plans an “intensive” 
drive in the next few months for 
adoption of the remaining 45 per 
cent of the commission recom- 
mendations. 

For “Taxpayers’ Body.” 

Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, urged that when the citi- 
zens committee disbands there 
be organized a ‘taxpayers’ body” 
to take its place. 

“One of the discouraging 
things which we in Congress 
face at appropriations time is 
that the forees working for a 
given appropriation are concen- 
trated and powerful while the 
interests of the taxpayers are 
difused and weak,” Douglas said.

Offend- 
ers would have to pay damages 
of $100 to $500 to the aggrieved 
person for each offense, and 
would be subject to fines of $25 
to $500. Similar. bills have been 
introduced repeatedly in the 
Board of Aldermen.

LAST OF A SERIES. 
OLITICAL management of publicly-owned transit systems is a 


fruitful source of trouble and 


complications, the Post-Dispatch 


survey of municipal transportation shows clearly. In contrast, 
the public systems with management independent of control by 
political officeholders tend to do better and operate on a more busi- 


nesslike basis. 


The moral is clear for St. Louis or any community planning to 


take over the mass transportation 

New York, Detroit, Boston and 
San Francisco have political tran- 

sit management, as this series has 
related. They also have serious 
financial troubles and poor fun- 
damental organization and capi- 
talization. 

Chicago, Cleveland, Seattle and 
Springfield, Mo., have nonpoliti- 
cal management. At Cleveland 
and Seattle, as the series has 
- ghown, the systems have been 
notably successful. Chicago’s sys- 
tem, although troubled by the 
unusually heavy investment and 
peculiar problems of a huge city, 
has kept free of the intense po- 
litical pulling and hauling that 
affects other public activities 
there. Springfield’s general sys- 
“em of publicly-owned utilities, 
operated like a business, has 
strong public support. 

Political management can, and 
does, hold down fares—but at the 
expense of the taxpayers, who 
thus subsidize the riders of the 
busses and cars. This amounts to 
a deliberate class favoritism, with 
one group of the public helping to 
pay the cost of service to another 
group. 

Partisan, Factional Influence. 

Political management can, and 
does, subject the business of 
transportation, which is vital to 
the whole community, to the par- 
tisan and factional contests for 
municipal office and even state 
office. 

The four political-management 
cities operate with deficits in 
their transit systems. New York 
and San Francisco absorb these 
directly, ‘while Boston shares 
them with 13 satellite cities and 
towns. Detroit gets by, in the 
face of a charter rule that forbids 
the city to absorb deficits, by the 
precarious process of delaying 
various payments due the city. It 
is contemplating an effort to shift 
some of the transit burden to the 
taxpayers. 

On the other hand, the Chicago, 
Cleveland and Seattle transit sys- 
tem are ‘required to be self- 
supporting. Springfield’s utility 
system is_ self-supporting, al- 
though electric and gas profits 
have been carrying losses in the 
transit department. However, 
Springfield, far smaller than the 
other cities with public transit,

systems by general obligation 
bonds, pledging the full com- 
munity credit. That means the 
taxpayers are liable for principal 
and interest on the bonds. Except 
in Detroit, the taxpayers actually 
pay for the bonds, furthermore, 
not the transit riders.

In contrast, the four nonpo- 
litical systems are financed with 
revenue bonds, payable solely out 
of the utility income. 

The. pattern of fares is lower 
in the political-management cities 
than in the other cities. This re- 
flects the shifting of some-of the 
financial burden to the taxpayers. 
Furthermore, the political-man- 
agement cities are trying to avoid 
further increases in fares now, 
while Chicago, Cleveland and 
Seattle all are considering the 
need for higher fares to keep the 
books balanced. 

It is clear that mayors and other 
elective officials hesitate to in- 
crease fares, since they have to 
face the voters, while an inde- 
pendent public management makes 
changes as required by the facts 
of economic life, although not try- 
ing to make profits. 

There appears to be a definite 
tendency toward paying higher 
wages to transit operating em- 
ployes in the political-manage- 
ment cites than in the others. 

Fares and finances get into the 
issues of political campaigns, 
where there is political transit 
management. Such management 
also tends to leave the way open 
for political action inflicting other 
hampering elements. For example, 
the Massachusetts Legislature ex- 
empted the Boston system from 
setting up normal depreciation 
charges, while the San Francisco 
charter requires retention of the 
money~-losing but picturesque 
cable-cars and costly use of two 
men on the streetcars. 

Bus Firms Make Money. 
Privately-owned bus companies, 
furnishing about a quarter of the 
transit service in New York City, 
are, mostly, making money, al- 
though with one exception they 
charge the same 10-cent fare as 
the city system and, unlike the 
city system, they are taxed. 

Various factors help to explain 
this ‘contrast. Primarily, there is

Andersen’s time was his second 
Olympic record-breaking perform- 
ance; within three days. His 
10, meter clocking cut nearly 
39 seconds off the old Olympic 
mark of 17:24.3 set by Ivar Bal- 
langrud of Norway in 1936. On 
Saturday, Andersen. set a new 
Olympic record in the 5000-meter 
race. . 

' Third to Perform Feat. 

By adding the 10,000-meter title 
to .the 5000- and. 1500-meter 
crowns he won the two previous 
days, the lean, long-legged Nor- 
wegian truck driver became the 
third athlete ever to win three 
gold medals in same _ winter 
Olympiad. The two previous 
triple-winners also. were Nor- 
wegians—Ballangrud in 1936 and 
skier Thorleif Haug in 1924. 

Keens Broekman of Holland 
finished second to Andersen in 
17:10.6 as the first four finishers 
all bettered the old Olympic rec- 
ord. Carl-Eric Asplund of Sweden 
was third in 17:16.6; Pentti Lam- 
mio of Finland was fourth in 
17:20.5; Anton Huskes of Holland 
was fifth in 17:25.5 and Sverre 
Haug¢li of Norway was sixth in 
17:30.2. 

Andersen's victory—the sixth 
in the winter games by host Nor- 
Wway—and the sixth place finish 
of Haugli gave the Norwegians

HE brown trout, which can 

live in much warmer water, 

had been introduced about 
1880. As deforestation warmed 
the larger rivers, the brown 
gradually replaced the brook 
trout, and he grew to strap- 
ping size. Fishermen hated the 
brown. They thought he ate the 
lovely brookie which, as La 
Branche wrote, “has come to be 


something more than a fish: it 


is an ideal.” 

The brown didn’t like anglers 
any better than they liked him. 
A surface feeder and infinitely 
more wary than the guileless 
native, he paid scant attention 
to their gaudy sunken flies. 
They caught him only by acci- 
dent, and then they cursed him 
for a cannibal. 

American anglers knew the 
British had been floating dry 
flies on their slow, weedy chalk 


streams for a century or more, ' 


but the soft-hackled English 
flies wouldn't float in the 
brawling water of this country 
and the brook trout was indif- 
ferent to surfacc food. 

La Branche taught himself to 
float a fly in almost any tor- 
rent short of a waterfall. He 
learned how to cast so that the 
drag of the current on the line 
would not impair lifelike pres- 
entation of the fly. He discov- 
ered that when fish are not 
feeding it is possible to tease 
them into response by simulat- 
ing a hatch of insects—floating 
the fly again and again past the 
trout’s feeding station. 

He wrote of his discoveries 
with graceful and beguiling 
charm, and modestly. ‘He never 
pretended te know everything, 
as, for example, what manner 
of lure might interest a slug- 
gish, non-feeding fish in . in- 
sufferably hot weather: “I 
really believe the only chance 
would have been with a- very 
wet mint julep.

AFTER THEY HAD TURNED DOWN offers by 
both firms, one of the firms persisted in urging 
them to get started so they could order the roll 
cutter.

The combination of reactions decided them to go 
ahead, backed by their own savings. 


“‘We made the first models by hand,” Mrs. Shaw 
says. “Fortunately, my husband knows .some- 
thing about machinery. Our first factory consisted 
of 22 people working in our dining room. We 
were very inefficient about filling orders because 
the orders came in so fast we weren’ prepared. 
Now we have faster machinery, assembly line 
production, and have been able to reduce our 
number of employes to eight. Our plant is open 
18 hours a day, however, and we do everything 
there, including packaging and shipping. Our 
first packaging job ended up as one of 15 winners 
out of 300 entrants in a nation-wide packaging 
contest.”

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THE SHAWS TOOK a trade name, “Kesco,” 
whieh Mrs. Shaw had previously thought up for. 
another enterprise. During her food chemist days 
she’d devised a plan for acting as promotion 
representative for a number of kitchenware manu- 
facturers. At the time, merchandise was scarce 
and manufacturers didn’t need promotion. By the 
time they were interested, Kesco’s sideline had 
taken over the business. 


Mrs. Shaw’s second invention was another help 
to the newly-wed cook, a lattice pie cutter that 
scoops four leaf clover sections. out of the top 
crust. Both cutters are now selling, not only like 
hotcakes but like cutters. Both are made of red 
polished styrene, a type of plastic manufactured 
by Monsanto. A third and fourth item will be 
added to the list this year. They are secret at 
present but are, Mrs. Shaw says confidently, “items 
that should have been invented long ago.”

“IDEAS FOR INVENTIONS are easy to get,” 
Mrs. Shaw points out. “People are always saying 
to me, ‘I could kick myself for not having invented 
that gadget. I thought of it long ago.’ They 
don't realize that the difficult part is not thinking 
of a gadget but preparing it for the counter in the 
store. Each item presents a problem that has to 
be solved before the next item comes along. And 
the biggest problem of all is getting the item to 
the point where it’s making money for you before 
you begin the next one.’ 


Mrs. Shaw has solved this last problem so effi- 
ciently that she now is kept busy traveling around 
merchandising her product, as she was doing in 
St. Louis recently, or keeping production moving. 
As a result she still doesn’t have much time for 
making homemade rolls. 

“But I guess it’s just as well,” she says philoso- 
phically. “You see, -I’m allergic to flour.”

Fat Is a Killer 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M. D. 


VERWEIGHTS Anonymous may be the answer to saving 

lives and preserving health for millions of overweight 

people. An effective Boston group of this sort, though 
not calling themselves by that name, was organized last 
year. They have meetings every two weeks in which experts 
point out the real dangers of overweight. Members keep up 
one another’s morale while they are losing weight and 
keeping it down. 

The real problem in losing weight is making up your 
mind to do it and then sticking to the decision. Many more 
people are damaged by too much weight than are hurt by 
alcoholism. Alcoholics Anonymous has a good record in 
keeping alcoholics off alcohol. Perhaps Overweights Anony- 
mous could achieve the same results. 

* 

IS THERE REALLY ANY GOOD REASON for reducing 
if you are overweight? Let's look at the figures collected 
by a life insurance company resulting from a long-range study 
on the effects of overweight on 51,600 policy holders. 

Your chances of dying are half again as great if you are 
overweight regardless of your age. The more extra load you 
are carrying around, the greater is your chance of not living 
as long as you should. — 

You are more likely to die of diseases of the heart, 
arteries, kidneys, liver and gail bladder, or from diabetes 
if you are overweight. Having a baby is more dangerous to 
overweight women. Diabetics are three times as likely to die 
if they are overweight. Cirrhosis of the liver occurs twice as 
often among heavy men as among those of norfhal weight. 

If you have an acute appendicitis and you are over- 
weight, you're five times as likely to die during the appendec- 

' tomy than if you were lean. You are three times as likely 
to have a complication, a toxemia, during pregnancy if you're 
heavy than if you are light. You are more likely to have 
rheumatism or gout if you are overweight. Hernia appears 
twice as often in heavyweights as in lean people. 
<-> 

IF YOU VALUE HEALTH AND LIFE ITSELF and you 
are overweight, there is every reason in the world to reduce 
and stay lean. 

Losing weight is no problem at all once you decide 
it’s necessary. All you have to do is eat fewer calories. 
This does not mean starving yourself. It does not mean 
taking pills—there are no pills that will automatically peel 
off pounds while you eat And drink as you please. * 

It means getting a food list of calorie values and stopping 
your eating for the day at 1000 to 1200 calories. Or, you 
can apportion it as 7000 to 8000 calories weekly, counting 
everything you eat and drink. This allows you to splurge 
one day and eat proportionately less the next. :

Gen. Robert O. Bare, the com- 
mand’s boss, and his staff have 
their way. 

A sample of what Marines go 
through in training here was pro- 
vided in mid-January by the 
same mountain blizzard which 
trapped the Chicago-to-San Fran- 
cisco streamliner, the City of San 
Francisco, for four days about 80 
miles to the north. 

The Southern Pacific train and 
ts 226 passengers got most of 
the headlines, but at Pickel 
Meadows there were some 1400 
Marines caught in the snow and 
no way to get to them. Further- 
more, thé camp’s lone mess hall 
and galley had burned to the 
ground early in the morning of 
the storm’s first day. 

Everyone here, the 400 perma- 
nent personnel and the 1000 
trainees alike, had to live in the 
snow for better than a week, 
when the mountain roads leading 


to the camp were finally cleared , 


sufficiently to let vehicles 
through. ° 

And everyone came through in 
good shape. 

The only concession to the bliz- 
zard was that maneuvers were 
somewhat curtailed. Instead, the 
Marines concentrated on “sur- 
vival training.” 

When, at the height of the 
storm, Gen. Bare was questioned 
about how his men were doing 
up here he replied: 

“They're just snowed in like 
everyone else . . . they’re a little 
handicapped, but we’re not much 
worried.” 

* * * 


HE strapping, red-faced Gen- 
T eral runs his outfit from 

Camp Pendleton down along 
the beach between Los Angeles 
and San Diego. That's where aill 
Korea-bound Marines get a final 
12 weeks of intensive training— 
except for the six days here. 

Those six days start at mid- 
night at the end of the eighth 
week of training. The men, any- 
where from 200 to 800 at a time, 
are piled into busses and shipped 
to this camp. 

The men, equipped with cold- 
weather gear issued at Pendleton, 
arrive here about noon and are 
unceremoniously dumped into a 
bivouac area. They get a hot 
meal and instruction in such ele- 
mental necessities as care of the 
rifle in 30-below weather. They 
don’t like it, but they’re learning. 

The second day is more of the 
same but of a slightly more ad- 
vanced nature. The men are in- 
structed in making water’ from 
snow (an art which depends on 
choice of snow), cooking, crossing 
streams and building shelters. 

They leave their shelter-halves 
pitched in the same bivouac for 
this night—“we want to acclimate 
them to the altitude,” says Lt. 
Col. Donald B. Hubbard, a lean, 
‘handsome ex-paratrooper who 
runs the camp. 

The next day the fun begins. 

The men take off,.on a four- 


gressors” hit them. 

Four miles don’t seem like 
much until you have to do them 
among precipitous crags in heavy, 
snow, 8000 to 9000 feet above sea- 
level and toting clothing and 
equipment that weighs 111 
pounds. 

Given these conditions, four 
miles are plenty without the “ag- 
gressors.” 

But the trainees have this force 
on their necks, too. 


There are 45 “aggressors.” 
They are picked men, all veteran 
cold-weather fighters. They’re 
clad in white, maneuver constant- 
ly on skis and snowshoes. It’s 
their job to attack each training 
company as realistically as pos- 
sible. The only thing lacking in 
these attacks is live ammuznition. 

The trainees have to finish 
their four miles and bivouac, any- 


way.

N the fourth day come patrol 
activity and more skirmishes 


with the “aggressors,” and on: 


the fifth the trainees march five 
miles, again fighting off “aggres- 
sor” assaults. 

Often, during their last 12 
hours here, the trainees have to 
ward off an early-morning at- 
tack, too. “That accustoms them 
to moving out of the sack in a 
hurry,” says Col. Hubbard. 


Finally, on their last morning 
in the mountains, the weary 
Marines get a critique from the 
“aggressors” in which their mis- 
takes are pointed out and after 
which questions are permitted. 
At noon they take the bus back 
to Pendleton, tired but a lot more 
serious about their jobs. 


Since the camp was started 
last September more than 10,000 
Marines have had this training, 
including a number of pilots who 
are shipped into the mountains 
for a two and one-half-day sur- 
vival course. 


The camp grew out of earlier 
Marine experiments in _ cold- 
weather teaching — first at Big 
Bear mountain outside San Ber- 
nardino, Calif. (“too many snow-

bunnies, skiers, that is, too many 
private landowners, not enough 
cold weather,” says Col. Hubbard) 
and then in the San Jacinto 
mountains (“still not cold enough 
and too close to Palm Springs”). 

This site in Toyabe National 
Forest was finally settled on late 
last summer when the natives 
said it was “too cold, the Marines 
couldn't spend a winter up 
there.” 


That’s all the Corps needed. 
Col. Hubbard and two other Ma- 
rines arrived on the grounds 
Sept. 7 and two weeks later the 
first batch of trainees arrived. 
“At that time,” the Colonel re- 
calls, “we were still fighting dust 
storms, cooking in a field galley 
and the camp wasn’t completed.” 

For that matter, it isn’t “com- 
pleted” yet. The only buildings

F you are bothered by a lot of 

street noises getting into your 

home there is a lot to be done 
about it. One of the best reme- 
dies is to plant a thick row of 
shrubs or bushes between your 
house and the street. Evergreens 
are best for this purpose for they 
provide protection all year 
around. Select shrubs with fo- 
liage close to the ground and five. 
or six feet in height. A row of 
taller shrubs in back of this row 
will improve matters even more. 


If you can’t put in shrubs, a 
close woven picket fence will de- 
flect a good many of the sound 
waves. Remember, you can 
keep these noises away from your 


house either by absorbing the - 


sound waves or deflecting them or 
both.

the Captain admits, but they're 
also one of the Corps’s prize de- 
velopments. They're based on 
“the thermal principle—a layer 
of rubber, a layer of felt, a layer 
of vacuum (that’s really vital), 
then another layer of felt and rub- 
ber, the whole thing loose-fitting 
and about 10 inches high.”

He drew 
three rounds of trumps, cashed 
his other diamond tricks, then 
cashed the ace and king of clubs. 
Now with diamonds and clubs 
stripped from both hands, he led 
a heart. West put in the eight, 
and declarer called for dummy’s 
nine. East, of course, took the 
trick, but he was then securely 
hooked. Whether he led back a 
heart to dummy’s tenace, or a 
club that would permit a ruff- 
and-discard, the slam was in the 
bag. 

Beyond question, South had to 
be lucky in three respects: a fa- 
vorable opening lead; the fact 


that the diamond queen lay right; 
and the further fact that East did 
not hold the heart ten along with 
hig kirig. . But all of this luck would 
not have sufficed if West had been 
alert enough to put up the heart 
queen when declarer led that suit 
toward dummy!
